29 EXPLANAT ION

30 This bill relates to the provision of services over leased
31 lowa communications network connection facilities. Currently,
32 the state is required to lease all fiberoptic cable facilities
33 or facilities with DS=3 capacity for Part 11l connections for
34 which state funding is provided. The state is also required
35 to lease all fTiberoptic cable fTacilities or facilities with

1 DS=3 or DS=1 capacity for the judicial branch, the judicial

2 district department of correctional services, and state agency
2 connections, for which state funding is provided.
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The bill deletes references to DS=3 or DS=1 capacity,
providing instead that the state shall lease fiberoptic cable
facilities or fTacilities with "sufficient” capacity, as
determined by the lowa telecommunications and technology
commission. In making this determination, the bill provides
that the commission shall consult with the judicial branch,

10 judicial district department of correctional services, and the
11 state agencies associated with the connections for which state
12 funding is provided.

13 The bill also provides that the state shall not provide

14 funding for capacity in excess of 45 mega bits per second for
15 Part 111 connections for which state funding is provided, but
16 that this does not preclude an authorized Part Ill user from
17 requesting additional capacity if the user provides 100
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2 18 percent of the funding necessary to provide it.
